OLD ANSWER TO 
NEW PROBLEMS

Several fundamental issues affecting 
the life and work of the religious 
Zionist MOVement were considered at 


the 40th Annual Conference of the 
Mizrachi Federation which was held 
in London this week. 


Their leader from: Israel, Dr: 
Joseph Burg. himself a forme: 
Minister of Communications, told 
them that some nations now seemed 


to believe that in order to secure their 
place under the sun, they must obtain 
a place upon the moon. But this was 
not yet a concern of the Jewish 
people. According to the Mizrachi- 
Hapoel Hamizrachi Federation, whose 
national conference took place in 
London during the week-end, the 
central Jewish issue today was how 
to safeguard the unity of the Jewish 
people within Isracl and that of the 
Israclis with Diaspora Jewry. 

The remedy they offered was much 
older than the problem it was to 
serve. Ht was much older, too, than 
the British Mizrachi movement which 
has only reached us fortieth birthday.

of a  Torah-true Judaism whose 
course and we whee destiny is determined 
not by man but by Providence 


It was on that firm basis that the 
conterence faced the chalicnge of 
secular. nationalism, proclaimed the 
inseparable unity of nationhood and 
religion in Jewry and dealt with the 
controversy over the definition of a 
Jew, as well as ~ the lesser questions 
of foreign and . domestic concern. 
“The Russian rocket may well be in 
the skies” (a Provincial delegate 
said) “but we shall keep our ‘feet 
firmly on the ground.” 

But while its ideological outlook 
was directed towards the traditions 
of old, the movement was told to be 
up to date in its techniques of poll- 
tical activity. Advising the Federa- 
tion to go out to capture the mass of 
Anglo-Jewry. Dr. Burg warned them 
not to retreat behind “a psychologi- 
cal Maginot Line.”

JERUSALEM 
The first measures to establish in 
Isracl an Academy of Arts. and 
Sciences. which will be housed in a 
centre for the Advancement. of 
Human Culture. were taken on tues 
day at a-meeting attended by the 
Premier. Mr. Ben-Gurion. Over 
1£1,000,000 was given by Mrs. Van 
Leer and: her late husband to build 
the Centre. 

A decision to establish the 
Academy was taken some months ago 
by representatives of the arts and 
sciencés and was ratified by the 
Cabinet. 

Among those who participated in 
the meeting were Mr. Zalman Aranne. 
Minister of Education, and represen- 
tatives of the Hebrew University. the 
Haifa Technion and the Weizmann 
Institute 

It is intended that the Academy 
should be independent. Its members 
willunclude. Israel's foremost scientists 
and scholars. It will foster scientific 
activities. both national and inter- 
national, and will represent Israel i 
the scientific world.

The conference of Mizrachi-Hapoel Hamizrachi. which opened at the 
St. Pancras Town Hall, on Saturday evening, had a special significance. 
It Was not only the first conference after the merger of the two national- 
religious groups some nine months ago, but it also marked the fortieth 
anniversary of the establishment of the movement in this country. 

More than 200 delegates attended. They represented a joint membership 
of nearly 9,000 organised in the societies of Mizrachi-Hapoel Hamizrachi, 
the Women’s Mizrachi Organisation, and in the youth groups of Torah

During the Organisation session on 
Sunday morning. the conference 
adopted the report which was pre- 
sented by Mr. Landy and a number of 
resolutions on internal matters. But 
it referred the draft constitution of 
the now united movement to the 


‘incoming Executive. 


Zionist Funds 


In accordance with a decision by 
the Zionist Congress. the conference 
approved a resolution that all the 
British members of the Actions Com- 
mittee should be constituted by the 
Jewish Agency “into a duly recog- 
nised body” to act as a_ central 
supervising institution for the British 
Zionist movement and the funds. 

The accounts showed that the 
annual income of the Mizrachi- 
Hapoel Hamizrachi Federation was 
£14.267 (made up of grants, sub- 
scriptions, and donations), its 
expenditure was £15,100. 

The liveliest session was the one 
dealing with youth, education, and 
aliya, when delegates from the youth 
groups complained of the lack of sup- 


port from the senior movement and 


of inadequate grants and facilities. 
On aliya (which the’ conference 
described as their ultimate aim), Mr.

GRANTS FOR SCHOOLS 


IN BRITAIN ? 


Claims Conference Meeting 


in New York 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The Executive of the Jewish Claims 
has been meeting in 
private in New York to recommend 
allocations for the coming year, and 
despite the virtual embargo appar- 
ently agreed upon at recent meetings 
it is believed that applications for 


@erants trom schools and yeshivot in 


this country may be given favourable 
consideration. 

At the last meeting of the Con- 
ferences Board of Directors, held in 
Londen last October, the organisa- 
tion's leadership yielded to strong 
representations and dropped _ its 
recommendation that applications for 


schoo! grants should be considered 
only from communities which con- 


fuin at least SO per cent refugees or 
which were situated in countries for- 
merly occupied by the Nazis. 
As a result of these representations 
especially those made by Common- 


wealth organisations, including the 
Board of Deputies—the Conference 
ugreed that other claims could he 


considered, subject to other commit- 

ments, though the communities with 

surge refugee groups would continue 
receive priority. 


Justifiable Claims 


Many of the Conference’s leaders 
felt that Anglo-Jewry, having escaped 
Nazi occupation, should be among the 
last communities to seek aid. How- 
ever, the representatives of the Board 
ol Deputies felt—-and sull feel 
there’ 1s justification for’ assisting 
in Britain. They believe that 
Anglo-Jewry were 
community aid 
any imstitution with a larec 
refugee content, which, on reasonable 
grounds, wished to establish its own 
schools 

The Board, it ts believed, is in 
favour of grants for all deserving 
Jewish schools in this. country, 
whether Zionist, Secondary Schools 
Movement, or any other recognised 
and responsrble trend. 

Should the Executive agree to this 
proposal the recommendation will 
have to be approved by the Board of 
Directors, which meets in New York 
on January 18. Several British 
organisations—-the Board of Depu- 
ties, the Anglo-Jewish Association,

Section), and the Centra! British Fund 
will be represented at this meeting.

SERMON FOR THE WEES 


GOOD OVER EVIL 


HEN the rabbis of old 
W wished to inculcate an 

ethical truth or a doctrine 
of morals they rarely adopted the 
direct method of laying down prin- 
ciples and rules of ethical conduct 
by means of apophthegms and 
aphorisms, though these are by no 
means absent. They adopted a 
much more attractive, if indirect, 
method of driving home the 


message which they wished to 
teach. 

striking example oj this 
effective method of conveying 


ethical principles ts found in the 
Sidra of this week. The respective 
roles of Moses and his elder 
brother Aaron in the struggle for 
the liberation of the enslaved child- 
ren of Israel are clearly enunciated. 
When, on his appointment to his 
sacred mission, Moses pleaded 
inability on account of his ° * slow- 
ness of speech and tongue.” 

Aaron was appointed the spokes- 
man to the people. Thus Moses 
was to be the man of action and 
Aaron the man of words. There 
follow the Ten Plagues. In the 
first three of them, however, the 
roles are reversed. It is Moses who 
speaks and Aaron who acis. 


FROM that fact our rabbis derive 

a profound moral lesson. The 
waters of Egypt, which were the 
source of the first two plagues, and 
its “dust” out of which emerged 
the third, had both saved the life 
of Moses. The waters of the Nile had 
been his refuge when, as an infant, 
the decree of infanticide had been 
put into operation by Pharaoh, 


and it was there that the daughter 
of Pharaoh had found him and 
rescued him. He was saved from 
immediate discovery after his 
smiting of the Egyptian taskmasicr 
by concealing the corpse in the 
“sand” or “ dust” of Egypt. And 
for that reason the Holy Onc 
refrained from asking Moses to 
take the necessary steps whercb) 
the waters and soil of Egypt. which 
had been a source of blessing to 
him, should be smitten by him, and 
the task had, therefore. to be per- 
formed by Aaron. 


[T is a beautiful expianation, but 
more impressive than its beau) 
is the moral purpose underiying it. 
How effectively docs tt teach the 
lesson of the evils of ingratitude, 
of the reprehensibieness of ~ biting 
the hand that feeds you But it 
goes further than that. Does it not 
say eloquently: “When a person 
has done you both good and evi! 
can you not overlook the evil and 
dwell upon the good? Cannot 
the memory of good done to « 
person take precedence over the 
feeling of grievance at wrongs com- 
mitted by him ?”

Visiting Britain in April ts the 
American scientist Dr. Jonas Salk, the 
man who discovered the polio vaccine 
named after him. 


At the end of April he will address 
the Royal Society of Healih Congress 
at Harrogate, 

While in this country Dr. Salk will 
also have discussions with leading offi- 
cials and scientists in charge of 
Britain's polio vaccination programme. 

During the Harrogate Congress the 
President, Lord Cohen of Birkenhead.

GOOD OVER EVIL 


HEN the rabbss of old 
W wished to inculcate an 

ethical truth or a doctrine 
of morals they rarely adopted the 
direct method of laying down prip- 
ciples and rules of ethical conduct 
by means of apophthegms and 
aphorisms, though these are by no 
means absent. They adopted a 
much more attractive, if indirect, 
method of driving home the 
message which they wished to 
teach. 

A striking example of this 
eflective method of conveying 
ethical principles ts found in the 
Sidra of this week. The respective 
roles of Moses and his elder 
brother Aaron in the struggle for 
the liberation of the enslaved child- 
ren of Israel are clearly enunciated. 
When, on his appointment to his 
sacred mission, Moses pleaded 
inability on account of his “ slow- 
ness of speech and tongue.” 
Aaron was appointed the spokes- 
man to the people. Thus Moses 
was to be the man of action and 
Aaron the man of words. There 
follow the Ten Plagues. In the 
first three of them, however, the 
roles are reversed. It is Moses who 
speaks and Aaron who acts 


FROM that fact our rabbis derive 

a profound moral lesson. The 
waters of Egypt, which were the 
source of the first two plagues, and 
its “dust” out of which emerged 
the third, had both saved the life 
of Moses. The waters of the Nile had 
been his refuge when, as an infant, 
the decree of infanticide had been 
put into operation by Pharaoh, 


and it was there that the daughter 
of Pharaoh had found him and 
rescued him. He was saved from 
mumediate discovery after his 
smitang of the Egyptian taskmasier 
by concealing the corpse in the 
“sand” or “dust” of Egypt. And 
for that reason the Holy Onc 
refrained from asking Moses to 
take the necessary steps whereby 
the waters and soil of Egvpt. which 
had been a source of blessing to 
him, should be smitien by him, and 
the task had, therefore, to be per- 
formed by Aaron. 


[T is a beautiful explanation, but 
impressive than its beauiy 
1s the moral purpose underiying it.

SUPPORT FOR U.N. URGED 


An appeal to Jews to support the 
work of the Unined Nations as a 
pracucal expression of fundamental 
Jewish teachings is contained mm a 
pamphict published by the Uniicd 
Nations Association. 

The pamphiet scts out to show that 
“the purposes, functions. and 
possthilidies of the Untted Nations are 
deeply in consonance with the funda- 
menial principles of Judaism. first 
promulgated in the Decalogue and 
re-cchoed by the Hebrew prophets 
and sages.” Jt itlustrates with the aid 
of Biblical quotations the extent to 
which fundamental Jewish teachincs 
comcide with the basis principles of 
the United Nations. {& points out. for 
example, that personal liberty, indc- 
pendence and honour, and good 
citizenship are consistently stressed in 
Jewish teaching. 

The heip given by Unrra and the 
Refugees’ Organisation to victims of 
Nazi oppression is recalled. The 
United Nations’ aid to refugees merits, 


it is stated, “the admiratien and the 
moral and support of Tews 
the world over.” also mentions 
that the United Nations early in its 
history were occupied with the 
Palestine problem—and its decision 
gave the State of Isracl a place im the 
“comity of nations.” 

The pamphiect is being distributed 
by the Chief Rabhi's office to all the 
ministers of synagogues.

SINAI SEMINAR IN 
WESTCLIFF

ten days of their holiday to an inten- 
sive Jewish study course. But on 
arrival | soon found the answer. 

It is significant of the popularity of 
the school that 90 applications—of 
which 30 had to be turned away 
through lack of accommodation— 
were received this year. “An all- 
time record,” was how Mr. Harold 
Levy. Warden (together with Mrs. 
Levy) of the school, described it. He 
added, however, that it was difficult 
to ascertain whether this indicated an 
increase in the membership of the 
Study Groups movement. It is 
estimated that about 20 groups exist 
in various parts of the country, with 
a “hard core” of some 250 members. 


Guest Lecturers 


Certainly. the 14- to 18-year-olds 
attending the school seemed to be 
remarkably free of that apathy from 
which their elders are said to suffer. 
Ihe lecture-room was crammed with 
exuberant-looking boys and girls in 
equally exuberant clothes. (“It is 
beneath the dignity of young people 
to seem to attend lectures willingly.” 
Mr. Levy had told me, “ but actually 
they all enjoy them, though they 
would die sooner than admit it.) 
They chattered gaily as they waited 
for the lecturer, Mr. David Stamler, 
Vice-Principal of Carmel College. 
then listened intently as he spoke to 
them about the Dead Sea Scrolls. 

Mr. Stamler was the last of the 
school’s four guest lecturers. The first 
was Mr. Mattityahu Adler, emissary 
from the World Mizrachi. Organisa- 


J. Halpern) and “ The Jewish Court 
of Law” (Rabbi S. B. Leperer). After 
attending three lectures each morning, 
the pupils probably felt they had 
earned the right to relax for the rest 
of the day. Lunch was a deafening 
and hilarious meal, accompanied by 
the singing of Israeli songs (many of 
the students being members of Zionist 
youth organisations), and the clashing 
of cutlery. 


Although the religious views of the 
pupils may have been varied, the 
school was run on strictly Orthodox 
lines. The Sabbath laws were meticu- 
lously observed, and the young people 
conducted their own services three 
times a day. 

Hard-working though they might 
be, the winter-schoolers had plenty of 
scope for play. Israeli dancing was 
held regularly in the gymnasium, 
while members took it in turn to 
arrange the evening entertainments.

Veterans Attack Young Group

TERUSALEM 


The fierce quarrel which has broken 
out within the ranks of Mapai 
between the veterans of the party, led 
by Mr. Pincus Lavon, the Secretary- 
General of the Histadrut, and the 
“Young Group,” led by Mr. Moshe 
Dayan, the former Chief of Staff, 
reached new heights of bitterness last 
week-end. 


Mr. Lavon and other party leaders 
took great exception to Mr. Dayan's 
public criticism of them. It will be 
recalled that in his last public speech 
Mr. Dayan stated that Israel's youny 
generation, who had fought in the 
War of Liberation and the Sinai 
Campaign. have a better understand- 
ing of Israel than “those who have 
been sitting for 20 years on the fifth 
(executives) floor of the Histadrut 


headquarters.” Referring to _ this 
criticism, Mr. Lavon said that “ the 
so-called Young Group” did not 
represent the young generation either 
in Mapai or in the Histadrut or in the 
vouth movements. This group, he 
declared, did not show signs of 
intellectual power which characterised 
the British Fabian Society. They 
did not understand the needs of the 
working classes. 

Addressing another meeting, Mr. 
Davan accused Mr. A. Becker, head of 
the Trade Union Division of the 
Histadrut, of withholding facts when 
reporting to the Margai Central Com- 
mittee on wages policy. Davar, the 
organ of the Histadrut, had stated that 
wages had risen in 1958 by I1 per cent 
while production had increased by 
_only eight per cent, This fact, Mr. 
“Davan stated, had not been disclosed 
by Mr. Becker. The public should be 
told about Israel's economic situation, 
Mr. Dayan said. 


REASON FOR LAVON-DAYAN CLASH

The dispute between Mr. Moshe 
Dayan, the former Defence Chief, 
and the Histadrut’s Secretary-General, 
Mr. Pinhas Lavon, which has now 
burst into the open, has been 
smouldering for the past year. ever 
since Dayan left the Army and 
entered public life. 

Mr. Lavon represents the Mapai- 
Histadrut machine. He is backed by 
the professional politicians and by the 
regularly employed workers and 
white-collar classes. who have bene- 
fited most from the present régime 
and its economic policies. 

Mr. Dayan. who has some backing 
from the Premier. Mr. Ben-Gurion, is 
challenging the supremacy of the pro- 
fessional politicians in Mapat, and 
pressing for radical changes in 
economic policy. to bring it into line 
with national needs, as he sees them. 
He has called for a general tightening 
of the belt. in order that Jewish 
foreign aid ‘might be devoted to 
furthering development, defence, and 
immigration, as it was intended. and 
not to raise living standards of the 
settled population. He has denounced 
the practice which prevents the dis- 


missal’ of redundant or inefficient 
workers, and expressed his full agree- 
ment with a prominent industrialist, 
Mr. H. Moller. who has had several 
major clashes with the Histadrut over 
questions of redundancy dismissals, 
wages, and productivity. 

Whatever his standing inside Mapai 
may be, Mr. Dayan has won consider- 
able sympathy among the less “ com- 
mitted * sections of the population. in 
particular the youth, who not only 
are less drawn to politics than the 
older generation, but tend to view 
Israeli parties, as they are at present, 
with a measure of mistrust and 
diSfavour. 

Since Dayan, the victor of Sinai is 
a more popular figure than Mr. 
Lavon, some quarters in Mapai 
favour Mr. Dayan’s co-option into 
the party leadership—in order to 
ensure electoral success whatever 
they may think of his political ideas. 
Mr. Lavon and his associates. how- 
ever. have for several months made 
it clear that they regard Mr. Dayan’s 
cruption into politics “at the top of 
the ladder,” as a threat. 

Whatever its outcome, the clash is 
far more than a question of per- 
sonalities, and is a pointer to future 
economic and social development,

Sessions

Hundreds of tourists from Great 
Britain, the U.S.A., Canada, South 
Africa and Australasia have partici- 
pated in the recently concluded series 
of “ question and answer tea sessions ~ 

for English-speaking visitors held 
the Keren Hayesod Hall here 
throughout the summer and autumn. 
The tea sessions were sponsored by 
the British Zionist Federation's Isracl 
Office, the Keren Hayesod United 
Israel Appeal, and the Association of 


-Americans and Canadians in Israel, 


while the Government Tourist 
Corporation also supported the new 
venture. 

At each of the fortnightly tea 
sessions the tourists fired questions at 
a prominent settler from the United 
Kingdom or some other “ Anglo- 
Saxon ” country on a wide variety of 
problems concerning Israel. 

Among settlers from Britain who 
have answered questions have been 
Mrs. Rebecca Sieff, President of World 
Wizo: Mr. Moshe Rosetté, Clerk to 
the Knesset; Mr. Shlomo Temkin, 
Director of the Israel Office of the 
British Zionist Federation: Mr. 
Arthur Saul Super, Assistant Editor of 
the JERUSALEM Post ; and Mr. Harold 
H. Behr, a Tel Aviv Magistrate. 

Questions which came up most 
often during the ten sessions con- 
cerned the large number of political 
parties in the country ; the alleged lack 
of religious life in Israel; and the 
general lack of knowledge og under- 
standing of Diaspora Jewry among 
Israelis.

SAVING ISRAEL’S WATERS 


British Scientist’s Research Project 


From our Correspondent 


HAIFA 

The River Yarkon, crossing the 
country of Dan, the most populated 
in Israel, including the city of Tel 
Aviv, is: a source of constant trouble. 
It either suffers from lack of sufficient 
water or, during the rainy season, 
overflows over a wide afea, causing 
damage. 

The task of dealing with this prob- 
lem has been given to London-born 
Mr. Sidney Davis, head of the 
Hydraulics Laboratory and Senior 
Lecturer at the Technion, Israeli Insti- 
tute of Technology, the sole centre 
for hydraulic research in the country. 

Mr. Davis is the builder of a 
225-foot replica of the 16-mile-long 
Yarkon. The artificial river actually 
flows on Mount Carmel—in the new 


Technion grounds. 


Commissioned by the Water Plan- 
ning Authority, the project has so far 
cost about [£30,000 for the model 
alone, and more moncy 1s being spent 
on research. 

Before building the replica. which 
winds like a giant. snake at the. foot 


of the Hydraulics Laboratory Build- 
ing. field crews of the Water 
Authority, dispatched to the Yarkon 
every year, measured the entire 
tortuous stream section by section. 
When the rains came a ‘plane was sent 
up to take aerial photographs of the 
flooded areas, so that they could be 
mapped. The ficld work was not 
casy, as the Yarkon is, in some places, 

‘most inaccessible, because of thick 
vegetation. 


The building of the model itself took 
almost: a_ year. The 160 sections 
mapped in the ficld had to be faith- 
fully reproduced. This required 
expert workmen and much patience. 
As it stands now the model gives a 
full view of every detail of the river's 
banks and adjoining terrain. It is 
intended to build small experimental 
dams at strategic points. so that the 
swollen waters of the river should 
be directed from built-up areas to 
Orange groves and fields. 


Another of the ambitious projects 
is the building of a replica of the 
proposed deep-water port at Ashdod, 
to serve the export and import needs 
of the Negev.

ENDING SYNAGOGUE BOMBINGS 


Law Commission’s Suggestions

New York 

A Six-point programme to bring 
an end to bombings and bigotry in 
the United States is contained in a 
22-page brochure, entitled “ Bombings 
and Hate Sheets,” issued by the 
American Jewish Congress. Ihe 
brochure has been prepared by the 
Organisation's Commission on Law 
and Social Action, under the Chair- 
manship of Mr. Shad Polier. 


The document notes that the recent 
antisemitic attacks and the bombings 
of synagogues in the South are 
“symptoms of the general outbreak 
of lawlessness in the South since the 
Supreme Court desegregation deci- 
sion.” All measures to treat “the 
problem, it states, must be tested 
against the criterion of “ whether they 
reach the basic disease—disrespect for 
law-—-or merely the superficial symn- 
toms of defamation and vandalism.” 
All approaches to the problem must 
be sought within the framework of 
constitutional limitations, 

Among the brochure’s suggestions 
are that the Executivé and ‘legislative

branches of the Federal Government 
must accept full responsibility to 
implement the mandate of equality of 
education laid down by the Supreme 
Court; that there should be a 
Federal law against dynamiting ; and 
that the President should summon a 
national White House conference to

to remind all Americans that respect 
for law is the responsibility of all. 
The study rejects proposals to curb 
synagogue bombings by group libel 
legislation, postal censorship, or 
Congressional investigations.

OBSTACLES TO 
CAIRO TALKS 


Efforts to Narrow 
Differences 


By a Diplomatic Correspondent 


The good offices mission in Cairo 
of Mr. Eugene Black, the President 
of the World Bank, has not vet over- 
come the last remaining obstacle for 
a settlement between Egypt and 
Britain. This obstacle, in simplest 
terms, 1s that Egypt contends that she 
has not sufficient money available in 
her London accounts for the payment 
of compensation. 

This payment is now. estimated 
unofficially at £55,000.000, and the 
amount that could be made available 


in London is only £45,000.000. 
Eeypt would therefore still owe 
£10,000,000 on compensation pay- 
ments. 


Credit Guarantee Plan 


To overcome this difficulty and to 
provide Egypt with at least 
£10.000.000 to make commercial pur- 
chases in Britain, an export credit 
guarantee of £20.000.000 is being con- 
sidered in London, it is learned. The 
British Government would give this 
guarantee to British exporters, and 
the Egyptian Government’ would 
make its purchases with them. 

The transaction could not be called 
a loun, although in cffect it would be 
onc, and it would be announced some 
time soon after agreement had been 
reached 

The return of sequestrated British 
propertics 1s also a major issue. and 
Britain ts likely to insist not only on 
the return of such properties to their 
owners but also on compensation for 
LOSSCS.

SUPPORT FOR GILT 


EDGED 


One of the most interesting features 
of stock markets in the past week has 
been the persistent inquiry for gilt- 
edged stocks. After quite a long 
period of comparative neglect this 
section has blossomed into activity 


with both institutional investors and 


overseas buyers taking a hand. — 
The home institutions invariably 
render some support at this time of 


the year by employing resources 
available after the making up of 
December 31 balance sheets.

BOLIVIAN JEWS’ BUOYANCY 


By HESTER MARSDEN-SMEDLEY 


PREDOMINANTLY Catho- 
lic country has awarded its 
highest civilian honour to a 
Jewish school. The Bolivian Senate 
has granted the Eagle of the Andes 
to the Collegio Boliviano Israelita 
of La Paz. This picturesque order 
of a picturesque country is to be 
incorporated into the school flag. 

The Collegio gives much strength 
to. the comparatively recent Jewish 
community of about 4,000, for it 
is one of the best schools in the 
country. Much of its remarkable 
success is due to its Director, 
Rabbi Gunter Friedlander, formerly 
of Hamburg. His Berlin-born wife, 
Mariana, teaches English. — 

Rabbi Friedlander can infuse a 
true love of learning into his pupils, 
and inspires the older members of 
the community with his wise and 
gentle leadership. He is making 
history in a country where there 
are traces of culture and prosperity 
dating back to prehistoric times. 


Marrano Settlers 


Though the Bolivian Jewish com- 
munity is of very recent origin, 
men and women of the Jewish race, 
if not of the Jewish taith, have 
played a great part in the country’s 
history. Traditional stories and 
recent researches show that many 
of the early Spanish settlers were 
Marranos. 

Many Bolivian families have 
Jewish names. There are customs 
practised pointing to Jewish origins. 
Candles are ceremonially lit on 
Friday nights in remote villages. 
Mourning ceremonies are jdentical 
with those observed by strictly 
Orthodox Jews, Seven-branch 
candlesticks are to be seen in cur- 
rent use in some old churches on 
the Altiplano and appear’ together 
with early portraits of local Spanish 
citizens. 

The existing Jewish colony was 


founded in the 1920s by a few 
emigrant families trom Europe. 
They were good tradesmen and 
industrialists, and as such wefe 


welcome, for Bolivia then, as now. 
needed both jmpetus in work and 


workmen from beyond her fron- 
tiers. lhe Jews introduced the 
manulacture of womens § wear. 


which had hitherto consisted of the 


weaving of bright, though rough, 
textiles by Indians. Later they 
founded and still manage Bolivia's 
only silk mull. 

There was considérable German 
influence in. Bolivia (as elsewhere 
in South America) between the 
world wars German officers 
instructed the army. German cul- 
tural and polrical influence was 
Strong. When Nazi persecution 


began in Europe some antisemitism 
manifested itself In Bolivia, 
being directed by the then German 
Ambassador (expelled in 1941). In

generous records towards perse- 
cuted European Jewry. She has 
often accepted refugees destined 


for other countries as well as those | 


in receipt of her own visas. 

Families long thought to be of 
Jewish origin, but established for 
generations in Bolivian nationality 
and Christian practice, came for- 
ward with generous gifts in cash 
and kind, while of course the 
Bolivian Jewish community were 
unceasingly active. A fine house 
in La Paz’s most attractive suburb 
was purchased and equipped. In 
1935 the Yiddish-speaking immi- 
grants founded the  Circulo 
Israelita, and in 1940 the German- 
speaking ones the Communidad 
Israelita. These still exist, united 
in the Comite Centrale. 

Today the community is well 
established, with trade and jndustry 
its Main occupations. The liberal 
professions offer less scope than in 
many countries. Bolivian courts 
are open to Jewish lawyers, but the 
law js so intricate that, unless 
trained in it from the beginning, 
practice is not easy. There are 
only a few Jewish doctors, though 
some who have served as such in 
the Bolivian Army in the tropics 
have carried elsewhere valuable 
experience learnt there. La Paz 
University medical faculty has 
many Jewish students, though it is 
likely that these will go to the 
United States when qualified. 


Literature and Music 


The present economic and politi- 
cal administration offers small 
scope to the private doctor. (Many 
hospitals are entirely run and 
financed by Catholic or Protestant 
missionaries.) However, there are 
Jewish professors at the University, 
and Jews contribute much to the 
literary, artistic, and musical move- 
ments rapidly gaining recognition 
in Bolivia and outside. 

A synagogue was built in Cocha- 
bamba some time ago, and there 
is also one in La Paz, which has a 
fine community centre, completed 
in 19583. 

The Jewish adult community and 
its youth are very active in social 
work, and engage in lively discus- 


sion on current problems, often 
inviting non-Jewish visitors to 


their meetings, which are held in a 
cordial atmosphere. Jewish Homes 


for Aged Jews at La Paz and 
Cochabamba are well planned and 
run. Wizo is strong under the 


leadership of Mrs. Sheref, who can 

count on all ages to help her in 

her never-ceasing efforts.

Zionist party. Nestling under the 
wing of the J.P.A. it ts able to 
maintain the fabric of its organisa- 
tion, but interest has abated and 1s 
never likely to spread far beyond 
the immediate circle of office 
holders as long as the Mizrachi ts 
ticd to an Israel political party 
many of whose actions can have 
little relevance to the life ol 
Diaspora Jewry. 

there is no move to break 
these chains from the past is the 
more regretiable because of all 
Zionist groups the Mizrachi should 
have least difficulty in establishing 
effective links with Israel uncon- 
nected with Israeli party politics 
lis credo is Orthodox /udaism, 
which is world-wide in its applica- 
bility, but has its natural centre in 
Jerusalem. In fostering Orthodox 
institutions in Israel and helping 
them to radiate an influence on the 
Diaspora the Mizrachi has a ready- 
made programme. The change ol 


outlook that is needed may be 


expressed symbolically by saying 
that uo is the Supreme. Religious 
Centre in Jerusalem, rather than 


the Knesset building, which should 
be the focal point of Mizrachi 
interest’ and = activities. Such a 
changed approach would hold out 
the possibility of more frurttul work 
tha can possibly emerge trom the 


present involvement Israeh 
politics, as well as the jaliying of 
Orthodox forces. which _ these 


politics at present keep apart trom 
the Mizracht: and Orthodoxy can 
usually count on an intensify ol 
zeal which often makes up for lack 
of numbers. 


JEWISH ARCHIVES 


“ SECRETARIES please note Is 
the simple exhortation called forth 
by the letter from the President of 
the Jewish Historical Society and 
the Libranan of University College 
which we publish this week. With 
the Mocatta Library rebuilt, it 
reguires only a small mite. of 
thoughtfulness on the part. ol 
Jewish institutions to contribute 
their reports to the building up of 
a comprehensive collection of 
Anglo-Jewish records. This applies 
not only to current reports as they 
appear but also to documents of 
earlier date which, if not housed in 
proper archives, are often lost, 
mutilated, or destroyed. The barriers 
which the historian has to surmount 
in obtaining information are often 
surprising. There are institutions 
in the provinces whose honorary 
secretaries buy their own minute 
books which, for that reason, they 
and their families after them guard 
jealously as an heirloom, not to be 
handed over to the institution or 
inspected by outsiders: then there 
are the instances of old minute 
books becoming source material 
not for history but for scrap paper 
for religion classes. Most serious 
of all is the tendency for valuable 
documents to disappear from the 
country altogether--witness the 
presence in the United States of 
Chief Rabbinate material and the 
Lucien Wolf papers-—-a matter 
which might engage the urgent 
attention of the Jewish Historical 
Society. Altogether institutions can 
save themselves worry and secure 
their records for the future by con- 
signing such historical material as 
they possess to the expert keeping 
of the Mocatta Library. 


LNOPPOSED ELECTIONS 


THE most important item on the 
thin agenda which awaits — the 
Council of the United Synagogue 
when it meets on Monday js the 
election of three honorary officers. 


In each case an unopposed 
recommendation has been made 
by the Executive Committee, 


followed by unopposed nomina- 
tion by the Council. This lack of 


active interest may be explained 
in a variety of ways—the absence 
from the Council of members able 
to discharge the heavy duties 
involved, unlimited confidence in 
the selection from above, or apathy 
induced by the feeling that in the 
United Synagogue opposition to 
the Honorary Officers is somehow 
bad form. The linchpin of the 
United Synagogue has always been 
a well-knit team of honorary 
officers. But they are drawn from 
the Council, and unless members 
of the Council are encouraged to 
be both alert and constructive in 
their participation in the govern- 
ment of the United Synagogue, the 
Council will not produce personali- 
ties of adequate calibre. The 
balance is not easy to achieve, and 
it is no condemnation of anyone 
that things have become lopsided, 
nor of those experienced officers 
who now move up one stage. Like- 
wise it is difficult to strike the right 


balance between the claims of 
fresh blood and ripe experience 
when assessing the fitness ol 
individuals for office. Automatic 


promotion sometimes fills the indi- 


vidual with satisfaction without 
filling the office satisfactorily and 
results in a team which lacks 


vigour and that capacity for fresh 
thinking of which the United 
Synagogue, like many other com- 
munal bodies, urgently stands in 
need. 


SAMUEL ALEXANDER 


Last -Tuesday marked 
centenary of the birch of Samuel 
Alexander.

Oxtord. kor a decade he taught 


piifosophy at Oxtord, and then for 
over thirty vears he occupied the 
Chair of Philosophy at Manchester. 


With such famous: works as 
“Space, Time, and Deity,” his 
influence became world-wide. At 
the same time, “Sammy” was a 


familiar and beloved figure to all 
Manchester citizens, as his vener- 
able, long-bearded figure was con- 


Stauntly seen cycling through the 
busy streets trom his home in 
Withington, He was widely loved 


not only tor his brilliant intellectual 
gifts but equally for the simple 
goodness and generosity of his 
personal character. The ltamous 
bust by Epstein well depicts his 
Hebraic countenance with its 
expressive combination of prophet 
and patriarch. His fame as a 
thinker was largely bound up with 
his researches: into theism = and 
Spinozism, and resemb!ed 
Spinoza in many respects: in his 
theories and beliets, his single- 
minded search for truth, and the 
nobility of his life. He was always 
intensely proud of being a Jew. 
and although, like other thinkers

SABBATH SERVICES IN U.S.A. 


“ Gimmicks ” to Stimulate 
Attendance 


Sir,—Mr. Greville Janner’s dis- 
covery (in a recent issue) that Jews are 
not observing the Sabbath as they 
should came as no. surprise to 
Americans. I hope that Ben-Azai will, 
in turn, not be shocked to learn that, 
in spite of late Friday evening services, 
American Jews still plan their dinner- 
parties and card games on Shabbat 
evening. Ben-Azai writes: “ From 
other countries come reports of late 
Friday evening services regularly 
thronged by entire families. Why not 
here also 7?” 

The Jewish grass seems greener 
across the ocean. Permit me to report 
to your. readers that, while Friday 
evening services at 8 or 8.30 do give 
to those who must work on Shabbat 
an opportunity to join public 
worship, these services are far from 
“thronged.” Rabbis have, indeed. 
resorted to all sorts of “ gimmicks ~ to 
stimulate attendance, since the hoped- 
for thronging did not. materialise. 

Ihe “gimmicks” are varied, On 
the north shore suburbs of Chicago 
we have been treated to the 
phenomenon of movies on Friday 
evening. To be sure, they were movies 
of a television show on the Dead Sca 
Scrolls. In another 85 nagocue the 
brief service is followed by a theatre 
in the round, depicting some phase of 
Jewish history. The plays are not, 
however, confined to Jewish themes. 

Ihe most widely used gimmick ~ 
is the sensational sermon topic. 
Current best-sellers are most. often 
used.

Sizn,—-The annual reports of Anglo- 
Jewish institutions—synagogal, educa- 
tional, charitable, and simHar bodies 

often contain a wealth of informa- 
tion for the student of current Jewish 
affairs, the statistician and the _ his- 
forian of the future. Yet there is no 
collection where reports of different 
institutions over a run of successive 
years can be studied in a single place 
This is a shortcoming that should be 
remedied, and we seek the hospitality 
of your valued columns to enlist the 


support of the community for a 
scheme to collect these - important 
documents. 


The Librarv of University College, 
London, has offered to collect for the 
Mocatta Library, which is housed in 
University College, such annual 
reports, where they could be con- 
sulted by stadents during normal 
library hours. But first the task of 
assembling them must be begun. It 
is the intention of the Library soon 
to circularise a number of communal! 
institutions, asking each in future to 
send regularly to the Library a copy 
of any annual report, and 
let the Library have now a 
copy of any past annual reports.

The Igast spectacular “ gimmick ” is 
the Oneg Shabbat. In most congrega- 
tions this means only that there is tea 
and cake after the service, No scien- 
tific studies have been made, to my 
knowledge; but it has been widely 
observed that, when tea and cake are 
Offered, people come in greater 
numbers. 

The most constructive measure (here 
the word “ gimmick ” is too strong) is 
to arrange a Barmitzvah or Bat- 
Mitzvah for Friday evenings. The 
difference in the attendance = on 
evenings when such events occur jis 
dramatic. 

The result of all these cflorts has 
been to achieve only partial success 
with the Friday evening service and to 


weaken almost to the point. of 
impotence the Shabbat morning 
service. In hundreds of svnagogucs 


Shabbat morning finds only women 
and children present (except for the 
relatives of a Barmitzvah). The intro- 
duction of the late Friday evening 
service has virtually made that service 
the official one. 

One of the sad by-products of the 
late service is the loss of the Friday 
evening family gathering in the homes 
of those who take their Shabbat and 
their synagogue seriously. Rabbis 
have been heard to remark: “TI can- 
not stay home on Friday evening with 
my family. 1 must go to services to 
preach on the blessings of family life. 
especially the beauty of the Shabbat 
in the Jewish home.” 

So. Ben-Azai. think twice before 
leaping. As our fathers so often put 
it. the refuah can sometimes be worse 
than the makhah.

Sir, he report of 
University Jewish Federation annual 
conterence, in your last week’s issue, 
rightly stresses that apathy and ignor- 
ance were to be found in the ranks 
of the Federation. However, I feel 
that your report has done the Federa- 
tion an injustice by emphasising only 
the negative side of the conference's 
deliberations. 


Some original and useful ideas 
were forthcoming in the Education 
Commission, for example. | feel it 


should be mentioned that our Educa- 
tion Department in the last year held 
seven or eight week-end schools, and 
that four are already arranged for th: 
approaching term. Moreover, the 
conference expressed its support for 
the plan to inaugurate “days of 
study ” in different centres of the 
Federation. It is hoped that in this 
way the members of the Federation 
can advance together educationally by 
means of the yearly programme 
which is timed to culminate in the 
annual summer school. 

Your reporter also stated that 
Zionism does not “any longer seem 
to be a potent force or important 
ideological factor among Jewish 
Students.”

Young Jewish Writers and the Community 


THE MAN BEHIND THE PEN 


(4)—Bernard Kops 


These are the fourth and fifth in 

the series of interviews in which 

young Jewish writers discuss their 
attitude to Jews and Judaism. 


HE year 1958 was an annus 

mirabilis for Bernard Kops. 

His play “The Hamlet of 
Stepney Green,” was staged in 
London, Amsterdam (where his 
shoemaker father was born), and 
New York, he published a novel, 
“ Awake For Mourning,” and a 
volume of poems was well received 
in highbrow quarters. In addition 
he was appointed resident play- 
wright to the Bristol Old Vic. 
where he has been working for 
some months past. 

Kops himself is a small, compact, 
sandy man, with very bright grey 
eyes. He dresses informally, with 
a certain addiction to corduroy. 


Born and brought up in Stepney, 


he has been at various times a 
cook, an actor, a liftman, a dish- 
washer, and a barrow-boy (selling 
books, not fruit). 


Responsibility 


When I asked him whether he 
felt that the artist should have a 
responsibility towards Anglo-Jewish 
society he adroitly turned the ques- 
tion. “Does Anglo-Jewish society 
teel any responsibility towards the 
artist ? For if ‘they do they 
certainly don't show it. = They just 
dont buy books, they go to the 
theatre only after it's filtered 
through the intellectual channels 
and they've heard about it from 
their friends. [I am obviously very 
interested in the questions and prob- 
lems of Anglo-Jewry, but recogni- 
tion and interest is a reciprocal 
thing. The artist is at the forefront 
and, therefore, in the eves of the 
world is a representative of his 
people: surely, then, he deserves 
every kind of encouragement and 
understanding from his people ?” 

As tor the future of the com- 
munity, he believes “it isn’t a cut- 
and-dried thing, Consciously 


to hang around jn a ghetto of the 
mind or of the making is wrong 
- + » you have to assimilate in the 
country where you live, or go to 
the country where you can carry 
on your own observances.” 

Did this mean that he accepted 
the Koestler thesis: assimilation or 
Israel ? 

Again he hesitated to be too 
Specific. “TI feel ultimately that 
that’s the ideal solution, in fact I 
think it will happen quite naturally

when the older generation die out. 
My family, for example, before the 
war were all clustered together in 
the East End. Now they have 
moved to different parts of Lon- 
don. But it .is a slow process. 
Golders . Green, for example. 
remains, after all, only another 
ehetto | hope the children 
coming out of these places will 
react against this neurotic tendency 
of staying together which gives a 
false sense of security. 

“In Israel you're safe—you're 
as Safe as you can be jn any one 
country or in any one time.” 

It was at this point that he went 
on to speak about fascism, a deep 
and constant preoccupation, almost 

if it did not have its vicious basis 
in reality—an obsession. 

“Only a week ago,” he said, “I 


found a fascist newspaper, with 
comic drawings of Jews with long 
noses; the sort of thing you used 
to get in Mosley’s papers before 
the war. The boy who was sell- 
ing it was an old friend of mine. 
‘Oh, Bernard,’ he said, ‘ nothing 
personal, of course, but, you see,

next time we're going to do the 
job properly. Hitler was a fool. 
who failed.’ 

“ I imagined a situation jn which 
an Englishman was saying to me. 
‘Sorry, old chap, no hard feelings. 
but I've got to do this,’ then taking 
me away; then I got terribl, 
scared. I thought, there’s nowhere 
to go, nowhere to run, I'd be one 
of the first, as a writer and as a 
Jew; where can I go? Suddenly 
it came to me, there’s always 
Israel; there one can fight with 
ones back to one’s own wall. 1 
can think of no better place to die 
fighting than Israel. 

“T have no sense of security jn 
this country, although I love it: 
no feeling that it can’t happen here. 
it can’t happen to me, because |] 
know it can. 

“I believe fascism is a sickness. 
Being like a cancer, it is nO use cut- 
ting away the superficial layers. 
One must find the root in order to 
cut it out. One's got to find what 
causes it. After all, we're involved 
with fascism, because we are at the 
receiving end. That's why I think 
the Jewish artist should be backed 
by the Jewish community ; they are 
the surgeons and doctors of the 
mind, heart. and soul.” 

Kops in no way subscribes to 
Judaism as a religion. “Jewish 
people,” he said, “however, are a 
race who believe in the 
whether they believe in 
not.

One of the 
profoundest of poets and play- 
wrights of our time, he has enriched

war. Born December 9, 1888. 
Leivick’s seventy years have been 
intense, Vital, and creative, 

It was in 1908, fifty years 
ago, that Leivick wrote his first two 
dramatic poems in Yiddish. 1 say 
specifically “ Yiddish” because the 
earlier writing of the poet was in 
Hebrew. The late S. Niger, the 
well-known Yiddish critic, in hts 
Leivick (1951), says that 
Leivick had written a volume of 
poems aS well as a long play in 
Hebrew before his Barmitzvah. The 
greatness of the poet and the play- 
wright, however, was to come with 
his works in the Yiddish language 

But first a few biographical notes 
on the life of the poet. 


Rabbinical Ancestry 


H. Leivick is the pseudonym tor 
Leivick Halper. He was born in 
Tsarist Russia in Igumen, in the 
region of Minsk, and was the eldest 
of nine children. His father, who 
came from .a_ great rabbinical 
family, was a poor and tormented 
man who frequently “took out” 
his anger and bitterness on his 
eldest. son, and often physically. 
The conflict between the unhappy 
father and the hypersensitive son 
proves a basic motif in a large num- 
ber of Leivic’’s "oems, from which

the father emerges a vital, intriguing 
personality, a man of great asptra- 
tions and greater contradictions. 
In his later works Leivick saw him- 
self the continuation of his “ red- 
bearded,” plagued father. “ Father, 
1 am in your image,” he wrote, and 
Sigmund Freud would certainly 
have considered the father motif in 
Leivick’s work a classical illustra- 
tion in his psycho-analytical studies 
in the (Fdipus Complex. 

We know Leivick’s mother, too, 
from his poetry, and she is the 
antithesis of his father: a quiet, 
tender woman with the soul of a 
child, she would rise with the break 


‘of day to bake the bread and beigels 


she sold in the streets of the town 
Mob Violence 


At the age of five Leivick was 
sent to cheder, and at ten to the 
Yeshiva in near-by Berezin. It was 
expected that  Leivick would 
become a rabbi, but at the age ol 
fifteen, after five years at the 
Yeshiva, where he was introduced 
secretly to secular Yiddish and 
Russian literature, he left to teach 
a small community of Jewish 
families in a typical Russian village. 
it was here Leivick became even 
more profoundly aware of the fear 
which pervaded the Jewish home 
constantly threatened by mob 
violence induced by the reactionary 
and antisemitic Tsarist Government. 

The perpetual threat of pogroms, 
looming menacingly wherever Jews 
lived, etched a deep, ineradicable 
sorrow on the sensitive and matur- 
ing voung poet, and gave him no 


peace. Leivick participated in a 
demonstration against the = ant- 
semitic, reactionary powers, was 


arrested, spent six years in prison, 
was exiled for life to Siberia, 
escaped, and landed in America in 


‘1913, on the eve of the First World

War. Like every immigrant he 
again faced new though different 
hardships, but it was there that his 
talent began to flourish. 
His first book. of 
“Hintern Shloss” (Under 


poems, 
Lock), 


was published in New York in 
1918, and once more we can see, 
as the title of the book suggests, 
the tightly knit relationship 
between the poet's life and his 
work. In a series of loosely con- 
nected lyrical poems Leivick 
compels the reader (by sheer poetic 
force) to share the tortures, the 
humiliation indignities he 
sulfered in his years of. imprison- 
ment and exile. The book was 
hailed with great expectancy by the 
Yiddish literary world, and Leivick 
more than fulfilled their hopes. 
His first two dramatic poems, in 
1908, raw and unfinished as they 
were, already contained all of his 
poetic characteristics as we came to 
know .them in his later mature 
writings: the taut line, symbolic 
imagery, the aura of mysticism. 
Thematically, too, Leivick later 


returns to the themes. of his. fi 
two dramatic poems, “ Messiah in 
Chains” and “Job the Second.” 
giving us in new versions two of 
his dramatic. masterpieces. “The 
Golem” and “The Davs of Job.”

He is later even more appalled, 
even more profoundly disturbed by 
man's inhumanity to man, as recent 
history has so trenchantly illus- 
trated—how the tortured gains 
power and becomes the torturer, 
how the victim becomes the victor 
and the executioner.

To gain a thorough knowledge 
of Leivick’s work is to live through 
the most important of Jewish and 
world problems, and to grasp them 
as they were grasped and suffered 
by a fervid Jew and a great Yiddish 
poet.

SHOULD JEWISH COUNCILLORS 
HAVE PROTESTED? 


Clash Over Mosley Meeting 


From our Correspondent 


Jewish members of the Manchester 
City Council. delegates of the Council 
of Manchester and Salford Jews, and 
the Chairman of the Communal 
Council's Defence Committee, Mr. 
Fred Markson, clashed in a heated 
debate at last Sunday's Communal 
Council meeting over the booking of 
the Free Trade Hall by the Union 
Movement for an appearance by Sit 
Oswald Mosley next March. 

The ball was set rolling by Mr. 
Martin Bobker. who criticised the 
Communal Council for not having 
given Councillor H. Goldstone and 
Councillor Barry Lawson the opportu- 
nity to make their point clear at the 
last mecting of the Council in 
Decembe 

‘Mr. Danicl Suppree said he felt that 
( ouncillo owed allegiance as C oun- 
cillors first to the people in the Ward 
they represented. while Councillor 
John H. Franks. thought that the only 
question of paramount importance 
was “whether you were purely and 
simply of thg jewish religion and a 
City Councilo 

Because of the feeling of the dele- 
fates Mr. Isidore Sandler, the Presi- 
dent of the Communal Council. ruled 
that Councillots Lawson and Gold- 
stone be allow ed to speak first. 


Directive Requested 


Councillor Lawson said that two 
months ago he had asked the Chair- 
man of the Defence Committee in 
open meeting for a directive to the 
Jewish members of the Manchester 
City Council as to what the view of 
the Communal Council was on 
whether he and his colleagues should 
oppose the booking by the Union 
Movement of the Free Trade Hall or 
not. 

He was told by Mr. Markson that 
he would’ be advised in a _ private 
interview. He met him, but no direc- 
tives were given. Later a meeting of 
the Jewish Council members with the 
Defence Committee was arranged. 
He was, however, unable to attend 
because of a previous engagement. 
He had notified the Defence Com- 
mittee, apologised for his absence, 
and asked at the same time to be 
kept informed. He had not heard 
anything afterwards. 

Councillor H. Goldstone thought 
that the Jewish Councillors under the 
circumstances did the right thing by 
leaving the matter alone. Were

Council, he said. publicity would have 
been given to Mosley. 

Mr. F. Davies. of the Samuel Fin- 
burgh Lodge, British Legion, asked 
whether the Communal Council was 
“a council of Councillors.” There 
was too much attention paid to what 
Councillors had to say. “ Don't come 
here and preach to us!” he said. 

“We must oppose Mosley every- 
where and every time. We must 
oppose him and his Union Movement 
not just as Councillors but as Jews,” 
Mr. Davies declared. 


The Chairman of the Defence Com- 
mittee of the Communal Council, Mr. 
Markson, said that in 1952 something 
similar happened so far as the attitude 
of Councillors was concerned. After 
a joint meeting of the Defence Com- 
mittee and the Jewish Councillors of 
Manchester, one of them undertook 
to inform those unable to attend of 
what was decided. He felt that the 
Jewish Councillors could have been a 
bit more vociferous in the matter. He 
criticised Ajex for having written 
direct to the Town Hall Committee 
Chairman without having notified, or 
at least sent a copy of the letter to, 
the Defence Committee. 

Mr. Markson said mistakes had 
been made, and he hoped that the 
community would learn from them.

OBITUARY 
MR. H. R. SCIENCE 


The death of Mr. Hyman Reuben 
Science occurred in Hull last week, 
in his 85th year, our local correspon- 
dent reports, 


Mr. Science, known as the “ Grand 
Old Man” of Hull Jewry, was a Life 
Vice-President of the Western Syna- 
gogue. He was a profound scholar 
of the Talmud, and did much to foster 
religious education and observance. 
This he translated into action through 
charity and unremitting communal 
work, especially for the Jewish Board 
of Guardians. 

His example of public service has 
been followed by his family in Hull 
and other northern cities. His son. 
Alderman L. Science, Lord Mayor of 
Hull, has taken part in municipal 
work for 20 years ; Dr. Philip Science 
is the Hull City Coroner ; Dr. Mark 
Science serves on the staff of the Hull 
Education Authority: and 
daughter, Mrs. T. Science Russell is 
a Councillor and Justice of the Peace 
in Newcastle upon Tyne. 

Mr. Science's wife. who died eight 
years ago, was also a_ well-known 
communal worker. Before the 
funeral more than a hundred mourners 
attended a memorial service at the 
Western Synagogue, Linnzus Street. 


MR. ALFRED LEVENE 


Mr. Alfred Levene, the founder of 
the South Tottenham Hebrew Con- 
gregation, and for any years its 
President, died last week in London 
at the age of 64.

NO MARMALADE LIKE 
YOUR OWN 


SOME EASY RECIPES 


by Florence Greenberg 


This is the month when marmalade 
oranges afe available. Home-made 
marmalade has an excellent flavour 
and works out at half the cost of the 
bought preserve. 

Here are « few simple recipes. 

General Hints 

(1) Never have the pan more than 
two-thirds full. 

(2) Stir with a wooden spoon, 

(3) Grease the bottom of the pan 
with butter or cooking fat. 

(4) Use a very sharp stainless knife 
‘o Shred the peel. 

(5) Always cook the fruit and peel 
very slowly until the peel is tender. 
After adding sugar stir until this has 
dissolved then boil rapidly until the 
setting stage is reached. 

(6) Any pith that is removed when 
cutting up the peel should be soaked 
with the pips, 

(7) Jars should be clean, dry, and 
warm, 


Seville Orange Marmalade (1) 

Six Seville oranges: 2 lemons; 
Sugar and water. 

WasuH and dry the fruit, cut into 
quarters and remove the pips and with 
a pair of kitchen scissors cut away the 
centre pith ; put this and the pips ina 
basin and pour over } pt. of cold 
water. 

Remove the pulp, cut it into small 
pieces (1 do this also with my kitchen 
scissors), and shred. the rind finely. 
Weigh the pulp and rind, put into a 
large bowl and pour over 3 pts. of 
cold water to every pound and leave 
till the following day.

Stir till the sugar is quite dissolved 
then bring to the boil and boil 
rapidly till it sets when tested. 
Remove scum with a metal spoon 
dipped jn boiling water. Let the 
marmalade stand off the stove for 
5 minutes then stir round to distribute 
peel and turn into the warm jars; 
place waxed discs in position and 
leave till quite cold before covering 
with cellophane or damped parchment 
covers. 

Seville Orange Marmalade (2) 

Seville oranges, 2 Ib.; cold water, 
§ pts.: 1 lemon; sugar, 

Put the washed fruit in a large 
pan with the water, put the lid on the 
pan and cook gently tll tender-——2-2! 
hours. Turn the contents of the pan 
into a bowl, cover, and leave till the 
next dav. Then cut the fruit mto 
quarters, discard the pips, and shred 
peel and pulp finely. Measure the 
fruit and water in which jt was cooked 
and allow 14 Ib. of sugar to every 
pint... Put together in preserving. pan, 
stir till the sugar has dissolved, then 
boil rapidly till it sets when tested. 


Mixed Fruit Marmalade 
Six Seville oranges; 2 sweet 
oranges ; 6 tangerines ; sugar; water. 
PREPARE and cut up fruit as in first 
recipe and put into a bowl with 2 pts. 
of water to every pound of fruit and 
put the pips in a basin with 4 pt. of 
cold water. Leave till the following 

day and finish as in first recipe.

My Dear GREAT-GRANDSON,

of us. For myself, I can tell you 
that quite apart from the fact that 
in this Olam I am beyond the effect 
of earthly criticism, I did not con- 
sider myself msulted: neither 
should you. The editorial was not 
mean and obtuse, as you say, and 
there was no justification for the 
resentful tone which characterised 
the first part of your letter. But 
you always were a sensitive boy. 
a little impulsive, and I can wnder- 
stand that feeling hurt you reacted 
a trifle more vehemently than the 
situation warranted.

Sweeping Verdict 


You have no interest in Anglo- 
Jewish life because the community 
is $0 different from what it was in 
my day. You say that the com- 
munity is “quite indistinguishable 
from any prosperous materialist 
middle-class society anywhere in 
the world,” and that “it dances 
around the golden mink-draped 
idol.” What yor say is partly true, 
but it is not the whole truth : more- 
over, if you do not ste your com- 
munity in its historical context, the 
picture wil be a dtstorted one. 

Do not beheve that the “ good 
old days” were so different. In 
every generation Jewry has been 
crittersed and even denounced by 
its nobler sons. Thank God we 
have always produced “ angry men ™ 
though usually they were not young, 
but they were active within Jewish 
life and, what is more, they changed 
rt. You admit you know nothing of 
Anglo-Jewish life yet you pro- 
nounce a sweeping verdict by which 
you seek to justify your detach- 
ment. 

But even if Anglo-Jewry were 
wholly as you describe it, what 
shall the sincere and devoted few 
do? ... resign from Klal Yisrael 
and join the “very good clubs ~? 

Your final paragraphs are 
indeed moving; though | was not 
pleased by a somewhat prigcish 
note which perhaps you did not 
intend. You say that you “ strive 
to be a man in a world where 
there are so few.” This reflects 
seriously upon the society in which 
you mix—and in the véry good 
clubs too! Good and noble men 
exist in abundance all over the 
world, and you might find comfort 
and emspiration in the words 
spoken by God to E'iiah who 
thought that he was the last of the 
few. 

Declaration of Faith 

As I said, your final paragraphs 
moved me deeply. they were 
a declaration of your faith. Perhaps 
vou are not sufficiently learned in 
Judaism to know that the s'ate- 
ment “to save a human ire ts to 
save a world” is almost a word 
for-word translation of a Talmudic 
Matin. To love Others and not 
to do to them what is hateful! to 
you i. as you know, the funda- 
mental teaching of our doctrine 
There are large numbers of loval 
and observant Jews who are con- 
vinced that through their Judaism 
they contribute to the betterment 
of mankind, indecd they believe 
that only through Judaism can the 
Jew make his most valuable con- 
tribution to humanity. 

| must end this communication 
with an observation which | believe 
goes to the heart of the matter. 
You, Wolf Mankowitz, have 
written to me, your great-grand- 
father, and declared yourself to be 
a Jew. | am truly happy. One 
dav you, too, will have great-grand- 
chitdren. Do you want them to be 
able to write to you and declare 
with the same passionate intensity 
that they, too, are Jews? Hf you 
do so desire. then what are you 
doing to make it so? If you do 
not care much either way, then you 
should not resent the remarks in 
the CHRONICLE, even though your 
name ts Mankowitz and you have 
a Jewish wife. 

Farewell, dear great-grandson, } 
am very proud of you. You are a 
good boy, a clever boy, and thank 
God you make a comfortable 
living.

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MONTGOMERY’S MEMOIRS

The Memoirs of Field-Marshal 
Montgomery. Collins. 35s. 


In the notes and memoranda 
appended to Sir Winston Churchill's 
voluminous history of the Second 
World War, reference is occasionalls 
made to the pro-Arab sentiments of 
senior British commanders in the 
Middle East—a cast of mind which 
caused difficulties and delays in rais- 
ing a Jewish volunteer force in Pales- 
tine, Even General Wavell. other- 
wise a thoughtful and level-headed 
man, at one time joined in the 
fashionable alarums about the 
unfavourable effect which the raising 
of such a force would have on Arab 
and Moslem opinion, In fact, of 
course, as Churchill predicted at the 
time, no such reaction occurred. The 
whole episode merely served to under- 
une a psychological problem. with 
which the leaders. of the Jewish 
Agency had long been familiar. 


Relations with Whitehall 


bield-Marshal Montgomery. though 


probably the outstanding British 
tactician of the Second World War, 
shared the prejudices of his col- 
leagues and added a few of his own. 


His brilliant success as an Army com- 


mander in the Middle East has some- 
what blurred the fact that he was 


never during the war entrusted with 
political responsibilities. Supreme 
command in Catro was exercised by 
General—later Field-Marshal— Alex- 
ander, who thus stepped directly into 
Wavells and Auchinleck’s shoes: 
later Montgomery came under Fisen- 
hower. Clearly, then, his limitations 
were not unknown in Whitehall. ht 
iS the more surprising that in 1946 
he succecded the vastly able: Brooke 
as Chief of the Imperial General Staff, 
It was not one of the Attlee Govern- 
ments happier appointments. and 
the Field-Marshals memoirs bea: 
cloquent witness to the fact that much 
of his time was spent quarrelling 
with his superiors over matters which 
Strictly speaking were outside his 
province: at one point he even 
proposed a military alliance to Stalin, 
and had to be recalled to order ! 

A somewhat similar excess of zeal 
induced Montgomery to inject him- 
self into the Palestine problem. It 
is true that as he was 
nominally responsible for the handling

LEGAL PROBLEMS 


By Z. FANTL 


: Current Legal Problems 1958. 

Edited by G. W. KEATON and G. 

SCHWARZENBERGER. Sevens, 35s. 
Most of the subjects which the 


learned authors discuss in their con- 
tributions concern matters which 
were prominent in public controversies 
and some of them even in newspaper 
headlines. This applies with particular 
force to Professor Schwarzenberger’s 
article on “ The Legality of Nuclear 
Weapons.” After a very careful 
and dispassionate analysis Professor 
Schwarzenberger comes to the tenta- 
tive conclusion that the use of nuclear 
weapons by way of reprisals is legal 
though probably otherwise illegal. 
Mr. Cheng’s paper deals with 
another very topical, though perhaps 
less depressing, problem inter- 
national and also municipal law: the 
hability of the modern State for its 
ships and aircraft. The existing rules 
relating to immunity of State ships and 
State aircraft are inadequate. and the 
solution of this thorny problem, as

Matt Anderson's rise to fame as a 
singer illustrates this process. He 1s 


built up from the comparatively 
obscure position of provincial 
schoolmaster into the idol of a 


hysterical populace. Integrity, loyalty, 


sincerity. are all sacrificed on the 
altar of big business, and Matt's 
behaviour—-save for some sporadic 


outbursts of rebellion--amply proves 
the adage “ Every man has his price.” 

Two mani‘estations of existence in 
this modern jungle are terrifying in 
their implications. The first is the 
complete cynicism of the agents and 
“handlers.” who are fully aware that 
their kingdom is founded on paper ; 
and the second is the incredible gulli- 
bility of the public, which is blatantly 
conditioned to. a norm of bed taste 
and imbecilitv. Nor does the author 
seem to hold out any promise of more 
elevated standards, either moral or 
artistic, since we leave our hero 
merely exchanging one form. of 
ballyhoo for another, 

The whole brisk analysis is made 
in spare matter-of-fact prose, and— 
except for the interlude in Venice 
—-without much descriptive light and 
shade. Indeed. ‘ae style is almost 
clinically detached, but its very lack 
of emotion serves to underline the 
author’s ironic intention—the unveil- 
ing of that gigantic cash-register, 
which would appear to be the symbol 
of contemporary entertainment,

OXFORD CONFERENCE 


The creation of the State of {srac! 
saved the lives of about a million 
Jews who survived the war but 
who would otherwise have been with- 
out home or hope, Dr. Cecil Roth 
said in Oxford on Sunday. He was 
addressing the conference of the Le 
Society, held over the week-end 
at Semervilic College. 

Dr. Roth said that after the appal- 
ling disaster suffered by European 
Jewry the only possible solution of 
the Jewish problem was the creation 
of a national State in Israel.
